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rounded and delivered with oratorical em-
phasiz, but whatever sting it was intended
to have for Senator Quay fuiled in its effort
and brought only a faint smile to the face
of the prosecutor.

Attorney Daugherty Attempts s Joke.

Picking up the paper in which the al-
leged libel wpu printed, Mr. Daugherty read
the first headling, “And Quay, too, was in
it." “That is gslang expression,” said Mr.
Daungherty, * I don’t know what it
weans. If any person was indicted for
using slang, they” onght to be found guilty
on that evidence, but it is Senator Quav,
not the English language, that is suing for
libel ™

He spoke at length to prove there was no
malice, and said the defendants were not
negligent, because statements as publiched
were turnished by the Chairman of the State
Committee, who was considered a reliable
authority. To investigate, he stated that it
would have been necessary to have gone 380
miles to Philadelphia.  Concluding his
speech, Mr. Daugherty startled judge, jury,
attorneys and spectators by saying:

“If any man should say that a jury was
ever packed as this one has been, he would
be branded as an infamous liar. ™

The attorneys for the prosecution jnmped
to their feet and yell “lie” in a half
dozen different tones of voice. It was the
first real exciting incident of the trial, but
was quickly quelled by the Court,

Attornevy W. H. Thomson, a Democrat,
argued for the prosceution. He defended
the right of the Commonwealth to select
jurers ncconding to the law and said it was
vot au unfair advantsge. There were three
things he claimed necessary to justify any
pulilication. He defined them as Ernp&:r
occasion, proper motive and reasonable or
probable canse. The motive of the Atar in
publishing the ebarges against Quay, he
thongzht, were political, and e saw no res-
=onable canse.

Judge Wickham's Opinion on Libel,

Judge Wickham’s charge to the jury oe-
enpicd three-quarters of an hour. It was
elearly stated and was admitted by both st-
tornexs tor the defense and prosecution as
being imapartial.  He defined the privileges
of the press and said whenever it over-
reaches them it becomes a foe to so-
ciety, & wolf in the fold, instead of
a watch-doz at the door. The erit-
icism of official conduet, ss long as
it i= not defamatory, he stated, isa priv-
ileged commiunication, and even when the
communication is defamatory unless malice
or neglizence can be shown, it is not a libel.
Referring to the claim of the Star proprie-
tors that they were not the authors of the
allege! libel, His Honor stated that it was
the publishing, not the penning of a com-
munication that eonstitutes libel. TReading
the paper in which the publication was
made, Judgze Wickham commented on the
line: “Uninistakable evidence thai the
Lone Fisherman plaved an important part
in the zigantic Bardsley steal.™ “Who is
the lone fichermau?" the Jndpe asked.
“We have the statement that it was s nick-
name applied to Senator Quay. It
is not uncommon for public men ta be desig-
nated in this way. A Congressman whom I
knew in Michigan was known as ‘The Roar-
ing Lion of the Saginaws.” Andrew Jack-
gan was ealled *Old Hickory,” and you sre
to decide whether or nat the “Lone Fisher-
mun' referved to M. & Quay.”

The question to be decided by the jurr,
Judge Wickham said, was whether there
was reasonuhle cause for believing that
Quay was implicated in the Bardsley steal-
ings simply beresuse his name was found on
a certifieate in the broken down Keystone
Bank; whether the statemente made were
true, and if nnt, whether or not there was
malice or negligence in the publieation.

STRIERS ARRESTED.

Rigid Methods "Adopted by
the P.,A. & M. Traetion
Company to Prevent

VIOLENCE TO ITS NEW MEN

Will Ask the Court to Enjoin As-
sembly No. 3798 and Others.

ANOTHER DAY OF DISTURBANCE

Which Will Fe Prevented To-Day by &
Large Force of Police.

FORMER EMPLOYES STILL CONFIDENT

Another decisive battle was fought in the
Fittshurg, Allegheny and Manchester Street
Railway fight yesterday, but it is only the
beginning and before to-day is over even
more serious happenings than those of last
Saturday may be chronicled.

The ball opened yesterday morning at 5
o’clock, when Motorman Muy was going
to work. Just opposite the car stables
ecvernl men  were standing, and as
he passed them they followed, chas-
ing him 1o the office door. There
he halted and puolled a revolver
and drove the men back. At 10 o'clock
about 15 men had been secured, and seven
or cight cars were sent out. All went well
until Beaver and Washington avenues was
reached, when about 50 men run from the
crowded pavements and eut the trolley
ropes, while the motormen and eonductors
were caught and hurled into the snow banks
at the side. A mob gathered around them,
but the men escaped. The cars were then
run back to the stables

Bombarded the Motorman With Snow.

All was tranquil after this onslaught ud-
til in the sfternoon. Shortly after 4 o’clock
ten cars were got in readiness snd sent ount.
A DISPATCH reporter made the round trip
on the last car. The trip to town was un-
eventful, with the exception that the boys
along the streets snowballed Conductor
Shannon and Motorman Seamens, - When
the waiting place at Liberty and Market
was reached, the sidewalk was lined with
people, who were in sympathy with the
strikers. They had to be dispersed several
times by the policemen.

The ear, on its return trip, ran success-
fully until it turned into Beaver avenue,
As it turned around the corner the motor-
man was besieged with snowballs from both
boys and men. He was hit on the face with
the froren snow wuntil his skin wasof a
scarlet hue.  As the ear ran down the
avenue the crowd inecreased, and a man
driving = beer wagon got on the
tracks, and, urged by the crowd drove
slowly, thus impeding the progress of the
car. This was the opportunity for the mob
and they pelted Seamens with snow until he
was nearly powerless. The policemen were
inactive and let the crowd do about as it
pleased. Had they attended to their duty,
that or what followed would not have hap-
pened.

One of the Sirikers Drew a Gan.

Just as the car crossed Beaver avenne a
huge stone was thrown at Conductor Shan-
non. He dodged it and it struck against
the door behind him with s lound erash.
Soon afier thisa man staried out of the
erowd and ran up behind the car,seemingly,
to eateh the trolly rope.  Shannon saw him,
and seiring a switch rod struck several times
&t the man, but missed him. The man then
dropped back and drew & revolver but did
not shoot. He was arrested and gave his
vamess A, J. Mitchall. He was charged with
dizorderly conduct.  As the oficer caught
him he was seen to haud ihe revolver to a
friend. The an was afterward released
for a bearing thix morninz, Later it was
learned that Mitchell was a striking motor-
man,

After this afftay the car, was stopped for
the night.

ROHE WILL DROP THEM.

The Alderman Expressss Himself Vigor-
ously Agalost the L. and O, and Its
Methods—He Snoporis the Newspapers
and Says He Is Sick of the L, and O,

The exposure by the newspapers of the
methods and objeots of the Law and Order
Society seems at last to have produced the
same effect on Alderman Michael Rohe that
it has on most other people of the eom-
munity and upon the outside world. If his
statements to a reporter yesterday are to be
believed, he is thoroughly disgusted with

Mr. Rohe was'found sitting in front of a

fore him since last Sunday.

“In fact,” he continued, “T have not seen
any of the Law'and Order people since last
Saturday and I am not anxious to see any
of them.

Two brakemen, Alexander Caruthers and
Charley Hose, were on top of the cars as
they went through. Both men were taken

the wreck soon after, unconscions and
terribly injured. They were carried to the

Braddock Wire Works, nearby. Caruthers

died before the arrival of aid, and Hose was

£0 fearfully injored that he also died soon
after. The six box cars were loaded with
merchandise, and goods were strewn in all
directions. The engine was left standin
safely on one side of the break and the
caboose on the other, the cars having braken
away from them in the plunge.

Brakeman Gibbons, whose place was on
top of the train, he being front man, was
in the caboose eating his breakfast at the
time, and eseaped, while Caruthers, who
usually volunteered to do his work on such
oecasions, was on the cars and lost his life
by it. Caruthers leaves a wife and three
children living on Thiﬂy-uoall% street,
Bonthside, while Hose leaves a wife and
four children at Bellevernon.

Gamblers have to move again. Yesterday
true bills were fonnd against 13 of the sports
at the Reserve township “Monte Carlo.”
But the game has been started again and is
now flourishing on the Southside.

A few years ago it looked as if Pitts-
burg had thrown open her arms and, with
all the solicitous beckoning of a Monte
Carlo eroupier who politely points youtoa
seat at the gaming table, was welcoming the
outside world to come on and dally with the
ceapricious Goddess in all manner-of forms
Sermons were preached on the sabject, com-
munications of protest were sent the press,
the officials were censured for allowing
gambling to exist under their very eyes,
and the peaceable public made a distin ctive
and decisive ‘‘holler.”” At some time or
other revolutions in all phases of life must
come, The revolution in the gambling
privileges came with a new city administra-
tion, The pool rooms were closed, the
poker dens raided, the swell faro banks
were notified to close up, At first the
owners thought it was only a temporary

sweeping wup, and everything would
be ronning wide open as soom as
the public clamor quieted sitself.

Not s0. At every move made by pro-

prietors to resume bunsiness they would be

raided and fined as also would the habitues
Either Went Out or Went Broke,

Then it became apparent that the authori-
ties meant just what they said, and the
warnings of the police finally were heeded
quite religiously by the sporty boys. Many
of the Iatter, like the Arab, gatheredup a
big stack of “blues” and his green cloth
and silently stole away. Some went East
and some went West and some went broke
before thev got out of fown. However,
sbont the old hauntsof the gang there wns
& far-away look in their eves when they
caught right of each other. The expression
mutely said: *“There are only a few of us
left, and we’re dying off fast.'”

Nothing in the gambling line was to be
had in the two cities with any degree of
eatisfaction.

Foundiog of the Great Wonte Carlo,

Time wore on about its business just as it
always has, and gambling was a word
scarcely heard in this progressive ecity.

_WCLURG WANTS $20,000.

An ¥ast End Man Sues an Allegheny Physi-
cilan for Winning Away His Wife's
Affections and Wants Monetary Satls-
faction—The Defendant's Story.

Dr. W. D. Rankin, of 103 Sandusky
street, Allegheny, is a physiecian of consid-
erable fame in both cities. Yesterdaya suit
was instituted sgainst him by John G. Me-
Clurg, a foreman, living on Frankstown
avenue, who charges the physician with
.alienating the affections of his wife, Mar-
garet M. McClurg. The injured husband
wants §20,000 for the allezed injury and de-
privationof the comfort, fellowship, society,
aid and assistance of his wife, brought about
by the defendant’s intimacy with Mrs Me-

urg. This has "existed at_intervals sinea

May 15, 1889, sccording to the bill filed, and

it is specifically charged that Dr. Rankin

and Mre MeClurg have taken trips together,
visiting Eastern cities and other places on
pleasure bent.

It also states that she received money and

resents fromd the defendant, and that the

ter advised her to desert her husband and

home on June 25, 1891, since which date she
has remained absent,

Dr. Rankin was found in his office last
nighlii and u:;ll 'h‘lf line of (:‘f;nnﬂhu
wounld set w ost the €. e
langhed li;l.nly, nddingdtlh‘:ge?m had just
been apprised of McClurg’s snit.

“Do you deny them?'’ asked the rter.

I
haven't given the matter much thought yet,
but to-morrow I will eonsult my attorney
and then I will be more able to anawer as to
my intentions. If MeClurg thinks he will
get $20,000 out of me he will have a hot
time doing it."

Last summer the jobbers met in Boston,
and nsked for a big ent in the price of plate

lass. The manufacturers declined to grant
ft, and Mr. Ford says the jobbers started in
at once to foree them, They have bunﬂl:
very little glass since, and the business
not been 5o dull for the last nine years. Mr.
Ford thinks if the makers ean hold out
three weeks longer the jobbers will be
compelled to buy tor the March trade. In
New York the architects are loaded
down with work, and this is true
in Pittsburg. The bnilding trade
expects to do an extensive business during
the summer. This is the dull period for the
glass men, but Mr. Ford thinks victory is
within their if they can only stick to-
gether, Since the meeting was held in
Pittsburg about a month ago some manu-
facturer has cut the prices.

“The World's Fair will make a great deal
of business,’” continned Mr, Ford, *“but
there is sure to be a collapse after it is over.
Somebody will sufier, our prices were
forced down now we would never be able to
push them up again. The profits in the in-
dustry are small enough as it is. Sinee we
bave returned to coal it requires 85 per cent
more boiler power to run our plant. We
are now putting in & number of new boilers.
I think in another year that a fuel gas as
cheap and good for fuel purposes as the nat-
ural fluid will be produced.”™ S
